‘} adjacent’ to the high-level ‘tramway’ station 
‘| where children are sometimes taken by. their 
nurses, and wliere afew Chinese: ‘residents 


| occasionally saunter, .but it cannot be said 


that the park is patronised.by the class which 
would most benefit rom: the use of a piblic 
garden. Jt is beyond the reach, of those 
who live in the congested districts of thé 
‘city, such as Bonham Strand and Queen's 
‘Road West ; a formidable journey has to be 
taken bp the poor-if they desire to visit the 
public gardens ag they are -called, and the 
effort required to get there would coniplete-

Kong, and hot to the children ofthe wealthy, 
who could well afford to provide themselves 
with a, garden without trenching’ on. the 
public pute. ° The gmount set down in‘the . 
Estimates for’ the formation, or completion, 
of the children’s garden- at the Peak is, as’ 
we have shown, ‘Pyoo—an insignifi icant sum 
froma Government point of view ; “but: that 
$700 might, have been better spent in ‘al- 
leviating in some. -measyre ‘the wretchedness 
of those whose lot is passed in the crowded |: 
districts of Victoria or Kowloon; The: 
money -has been voted, however, and. the 
children’s garden, atthe Peak is an accom- 
plished fact. So. the ratepayers—who are 
not worth consideration—may . accept the 
situation and chew'the cud of setection.

MANILA'S HUTORE. 
" THE COLLECTOR OF GUBTOMS' VIEWS, 


‘ The Collector of Customs at Manila is wroth 
becausé a writer in a Singapore paper lias been 
-adversely criticising the port.: The writer. of 
the article in question spoke of: the siorms 
.which sweep over Manila harbour, rendering 
it unsafe for shipping. But the main point to 
which the Collector of Custonistakes object on 
is the’ statement ‘that Manila—being entirely, 
outside the channels of commerce—cadn nevér 
become a great port such ae Hongkong or' Sin- 
Rapote. According to Collector Shuster that is 
ridiculous, The improvements'which aro being 
made; or are going to be made, at Manila: port 
will bring it into line with the first-cl. 

ofthe world, No one need fear the p ity 
of earthquakes devastating the country—the 
records show that there haye been less than 
fifty. violent ‘or destructive earthquakes ex- 
perienced in and about Manila during ‘the past 
‘threa hundred years. .But seventeen “violent 


or destructive earihquakes” every century gives’ 


an average’ of one nearly every five years, 
which is not exactly reassuring.. Asto Mav.ila 
becoming a first-class port, the Collector admits 
‘that the great steamship lines do not at present 
call at Manila, but he says that Manila, as the 
‘principal port of the ,Philippines, “ will create 
new commerce" and then the Norddenischer, 
Livyd, the "P. & ©. an4,: presumably, tha:

the Bingapore correspondent believes to be so 
essenlial to the sroductiveness of the Philip- 
pines.” Waxing enthusiastic, the Collector 
has a rosy vision of the time when Manila will. 
be what. is called the “entrepot” of the’ 
Orient. He says: “Asa distributing centre 
for the ‘Philippines alone, Manila will -at- 
tain a leading place in the ranks of the 
pla poe ports.

shipment to other points in the East its im- 
portance will be further increased.” Of course, 
tis is all very satisfactory from a Manila point 
of view, and he would be a poor Collectos of 
Customs who could not magnify his office; but’ 
it is scarcely convincing: There is rather too, 
much of the fdture tense abou In’ one 
remark the Collector makes a slip.’
